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PREPACi:. 


The present Volume contains tlio doscriptiou of tbo 
Coins of tho Snfavi and sabsequent dynasties of Persia, 
from tbo euUironomcmfc of Shnh Isma’il I., A.H. 907= 
AJ). 1502, 'to tlio present day. 

Tlic work follows tho system of prcTions volumes 
describing Oiiental Coins, and is similarly illnstrated. 
As however it is llic first Catalogue of Persian coins of its 
class, yot issued, the number of plates is larger tbnn usual. 

'Tbo absence of any aotboritativo bistory of Persia in a 
European language has mado rcscarcb in Persian manu* 
scripts a first necessity, while the iroperfoction of tho 
few lists of Persian coins in numismatic works has 
rendered their decipherment u new inquiry. In both 
cases this labour could not have been performed without 
the generous aid of my collengoo Dr. Charles Rica, Keeper 
of Oriental llaunscripts, who has not only allowed mo to 
refer to him throughout the composition of tho work, but 
has also read tho proof-sheets. "While such merit as tho 
work may possess is largely duo to him, bo has not 
catalogued tho coins, aud is therefore not responsible for 
any defects. I would also express my sincere acknow- 
ledgments to Profesior Dr. Wold Tiesenbnn«cu, Keeper 
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used for the civil ihy of twcnty«four hours, instead of its 
division, the natmal day 

There is thus a discrepancy in the beginning of any day 
in Jlushm and European reckoning, amounting to the 
internal from sunset to undnight, each daj of the week 
beginning so much earlier than with us in Muslim 
countries, our e\c of Sunday, for instance, being tbtir 
night of that day 

In the tables for conxcrting Muslim into European 
reckoning, the Luropean day given is not that on wiiicli 
the Muslim day began but that with nhich it miinly 
coincided In other aordsjlbc coincidence of natural da^s 
is given 

This is shown in Ideler’s remarks on the initial da^ of 
the Hijra, reckoned by the I aslerns as Thursday, July 

14 15, AS C22, by the Ltiropcans as the oriental EnJay,

It IS important to note that the European day is that of 
popular observation, consequently at best suit* the usual 
Muslim custom of observation , thus, ns Ideler remarks, the 
European date is to bo taken \a hen n c have to do u ith popular 
use, the Oriental for astronomical obscraation (p 485) 
Mustenfeld's Tables (“Verglcichungs Tabellcn,” E M us 
tenfeld, Leip , 1854), following the European reckoning, 
hegm the calendar with Friday, July 10, which should be 
n Thursday Friday, 15 lO Tims, in eonaerting date®, we 
can use Wusienfeld’s Tables, allowing for his neglect 
of the portion of the European day, and also for the

Ilijja having thirty days eleven times in every nineteen 
jears (see note *), In practice a difficulty may oecui as to 
Sha’hzin, the month preceding Ramazan, the month of 
fasting, and similarly with the beginning of Shawwnl, the 
month following Ramazan. Piopcrly the new moon should 
he seen to mark the beginning and end of the Fast. Rut 
no month can exceed thiity days, consequently there is no 
c.alendric dUtiirhancc of a serious chiiractcr ; the result can 
blithe ail interchange of months of twenty-nine and thirty 
dnys. In past time such \aiiation3 must have often 
occuned. now this could only he, so far as Persia is 
concerned, in small and remote places, and u ith very strict 
Muslims. For in Persia, as in Eg)pt, the calendar is fixed 
hj an official Almanac.

Tlie beginning of a Shah’s reign is marhed by the 
dale of Ins jttlua, or enthronement, when be was 

crowned and enthroned, and acquired the right of being 
mentioned m the Piiday prn^cis, oJa*- khulha, and 
having ins name on the coinage ailla. The lights 
fillhi{ha and nkla, which were concomitants of the jxdxis, 
were of the first importaoee; and there are instances of 
coins in this Catalogue showing the exercise of the right of 
coinage piior to enthronement. 

When, as usual, there was an inlcrsal between reign 
and rcjgn, there must have been mention of the ioreretffu ile 
Jure m the 

The jiilus usually did not immediately follow the close of 
a predecessor’s reign, probably bccau-c few of the Shahs 
enjoyed an uud'sturlicd succession It is ncce'^sary to ascer- 
tain the d.ite by a collation of authoiities Some sovereigns, 
had a first^K/iij on claiming the throne, before they gained 
possession of the capital, when they were again enthroned.

It cannot ho argned tl\at the term ^^UaJLj is 
merely applied to a mone 3 'er as a prefix, rvhich would be 
quite consonant with Persian custom, for moncyers* names 
never appear on the coinage of the Shahs, nor indeed does 
any second name, save in this instance, and the possible 
parallel under Xahnidspl. It is well-known that Muham- 
mad Dabar,* the founder of thq so-called Moghul Empire 
of Delhi, was from a.h, 016 to A.n. cir. 021 (Baber’s 
* Memoirs/ Suppl., p. 241-245, on no stated authority) in 
strict alliance with Shdh Isma’iJ. They had a common 
enemy in the Uzbegs, and the geographical position of the 
two kings made political union possible. Bdbar was sup- 
ported by a Persian contingent, and conquered Transoxiana, 
bnt by adopting for bimsolf and his troops the national dress 
of the Persian Shi’as, he so eflectually alienated the strict 
Sunnis of Bukhdra and Samarkand as to be obliged, as 
much by general disaflection, as by defeats from the 
Uzbegs, to abandon Transoxiana and retire to Kdbul. 

Unfortunately the events of this period are wanting in 
Bab.ir’s ‘Memoirs/ and there is difficulty in establishing 
their exact dates. All that will be here attempteil is to 
ascert.ain if Bdbar gave Ism.'i’il daring this time the right’s 
of the Jdtitla and silJiaj the prater for the sovereign, 
and the coinage; and it there is evidence that he did so, 
whether the coin under consideration could be due to this 
right. In the Supplement to Babar’s ‘Memoirs/ it is 
stated that when bo conquered Samarkand the rights in

Tliere can, tliercfore, be no reasonable doubt that the 
gold coin which has been discussed was issued by Babar, 
as vassal of Sliiib Isma*i1, a condition which is sufficiently 
proved by the Turki prince’s silver money with the Shfa’ 
formula!. I^'e can now understand the’ omission in Babar’s 
‘Slemoirs’ of the occurrences which fell between the 
beginning of A.n. 914 and that of A.ir. 925. Similarly an 
unexpected light is thrown on the conduct of Shdh Tah- 
mdsp I, to Humayun during his residence as a fngitivc at - 
the Persian court. Clearly the Persian king held Bdbar’s 
engagement to be a personal one binding on his son 
llumdydn.
